Col. one’ in whose 
praise, as au officer and a gentl 
man, too much cannot be sda Tae 
was born in‘Cambria county, Pen- 
usylv..nia ; served with distinction 
as Lieutenant and Oaptain’in the 
Seeond Pi nasy'vania Volunteers ia 
the Mexican war, and came to Cal- 
if rnia in 1849, settling in Siskiyou 
county, where he the positions 
of County Judge and Sheriff at dif: 
ferent times. When the first call 
was made for volunteers in Califor. - 
nia in 1861 he raised a company — 
for the Second Cavalry, and was 
commissioned Gaptain by Gover- 
nor S anford. He was stationed - 
first, we believe, at Fort Miller, and 
carly in 1862 was promoted to thé 
rank of Major. Ea:ly in 1865 he © 
was promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
Coloucl, and two weeks since was 
appointed to the important position 
of Comm:uder 07 the District of 
Nevada, by General Orders No. 1, 
i sued by General McDowell onhis 
assuming command of the Depart- 
ment of California. His first pro* 
motion caused some ill feeling among 
the other officers of the Second Re- 
ciment, who felt offended at hia el- 
evation over them, but his conduct 
in every position fully-justified the 
confidence reposed in him by Gen. 
Wright, and he had warm and ear- 
nest iriends among all claxses of 
our citizens. In hisrelations as:n 
officer he was a model worthy of 
imitation, and as a citizen, a hus- 
band and a father, his memory will | 
be cherished and revered. by all 
who knew him. No man, in the 
Department of the Pacific. stood 
higher in the confidence of the suc-. 
cessive commanders under. whom. 
he served, and his los: is one which, 
will be felt seriously by the service..
